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THE PREFACE. 


T hath been the wisdom of the 

Church of England, ever since 
the first compiling of her Publick 
Liturgy, to keep the mean between 
the two extremes, of too much 
stiffness in refusing, and of too 
much easiness in admitting any 
variation from it. For, as on the 
one side common experience shew- 
eth, that where a change hath been 
made of things advisedly establish- 
ed Ane, evident necessity so requir- 
ing) sundry inconveniences have 
thereupon ensued ; and those many 
times more and greater than the 
evils, that were intended to be 
remedied by such change: So on 
the other side, the particular 
Forms of Divine worship, and the 
Rites and Ceremonies appointed 
to be used therein, being things 
in their own nature indifferent, 
and alterable, and so acknowledg- 
ed ; it is but reasonable, that upon 
weighty and important considera- 
tions, according to the various 
exigency of times and_ occasions, 
such changes and alterations should 
be made therein, as to those that 
are in place of Authority should 
from time to time scem_ either 
necessary or expedient. Accord- 
ingly we find, that in the Reigns 
of several Princes of blessed me- 
mory since the Reformation, the 
Church, upon just and weighty 
considerations her thereunto moy- 
ing, hath yielded to make such 
alterations in some particulars, as 
in their respective times were 
thought convenient: Yet so, as 
that the main Body and Essen- 
tials of it (as well in the chiefest 
4 materials, as in the frame and 
order thereof) have still continued 
the same unto this day, and do 
yet stand firm and unshaken, not- 
withstanding all the vain attempts 
and impetuous assaults made a- 
ra it, by such men as are given 
0 change, and have always dis- 
| covered a greater regard to their

own private fancies and interests, 
than to that duty they owe to 
the publick. 

By what undue means, and for 
what mischievous porpoees the use 
of the Liturgy it ough enjoined 
by the Laws of the Land, and 
those Laws never te repealed) 
came, during the late unhappy 
confusions, to be discontinued, is 
toc well known to the world, and 
we are not willing here to remem- 
ber. But when, upon His Majes- 
ty’s happy Restoration, it seemed 
probable, that, amongst other 
things, the use of the Litu 

would return of course (the 
same haying never been legally 
abolished) unless some timely 
means were used to prevent. it; 
those men who under the late 
usurped powers had made it a 
great part of their business to ren- 
der the people disaffected there- _ 
unto, saw themselves in point of 
reputation and interest concerned 
(unl they would freely acknow- 
ledge themselves to have erred, 
which such men are yery hardly 
brought to do) with their utmost 
endeavours to hinder the restitu- 
tion thereof. In order whereunto 
divers Pamphlets were published 
against the Book of Common 
Prayer, the old objections mus- 
tered up, with the addition of 
some new ones, more than for- 
merly had been made, to make 
the number swell. In fine, great 
importunities were used to His 
Sacred Majesty, that the said 
Book might be revised, and such 
Alterations therein, and Additions 
thereunto made, as should be 
thought requisite for the ease of 
tender Consciences: _whereunto 
His Majesty, out of his pious in- 
clination to give satisfaction (so 
far as could be reasonably expect- 
ed) to all his subjects of what 
persuasion soeyer, did graciously 
condescend. 
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THE PREFACE. 


In which review we have en- 
deayoured to observe the like mo- 
deration, as we find to have been 
used in the like case in former 
times. And therefore of the sun- 
dry alterations pron aed. unto us, 
we have rejected all such as were 
either of dangerous consequence 
{as secretly stnking at some esta- 
plished doctrine, or laudable prac- 
tice of the Church of England, 
or indeed of the whole Catholick 
Church of Christ) or else of no 
consequence at all, but utter! 
frivolous and vain. But such al- 
terations as were tendered to us 
fy what persons, under what pre- 
ences, or to what purpose soeyer 
tendered) as seemed to us in any 
degree requisite or expedient, we 
have willingly, and of our own 


accord assented unto: not en- 
forced so to do by any strength of 
Argument, convincing us of the 


necessity of making the said Al- 
terations: For we are fully per- 
suaded in our judgements ‘am 
here profess if to the world) that 
the Book, as it stood before esta- 
plished by Law, doth not contain 
in it a0y thing contrary to the 
Word of God, or to sound Doc- 
trine, or which a godly man may 
not with a good Conscience use 
and submit unto, or which is not 
fairly defensible against any that 

oppose the same; if it shall 
be allowed such just and favour- 
able construction as in common 
equity ore to be allowed to all 
human Writings, especially such 
as are set forth by Authority, and 
even to the very best translations 
of the holy Scripture itself. 

Our general aim therefore in 
this undertaking was, not to gra- 
tify this or that party in any their 
unreasonable demands; but to do 
that, which to our best under- 
standings we conceived might 
most tend to the preservation of 
Peace and_Unity in the Church; 
the procuring of Reverence, and 
exciti of Piety and Devotion in 
the publick Worship of God; and 
the cutting off occasion from them 


that occasion of cavil or 
uarrel agaipet the Liturgy of 
e Church. And as to the se- 


yeral yariations from the former 
Book, whether by Alteration, Ad- 
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dition, or otherwise, it shall suf- 
fice to give this general account, 
That most of the Alterations were 
made, either first, for the better 
direction of them that are to offi- 
ciate in any part of Divine Ser- 
vice; which is chiefly done in , 
the Calendars and Rubricks: Or 
secondly, for the more proper ex- 
pressing of some words or phrases 
of ancient usage in terms more 
suitable to the language of the 
present times, and the clearer 
explanation of some other words 
and phrases, that were either of 
doubtful signification, or other- 
wise liable to misconstruction; Or 
thirdly, for a more perfect ren- 
dering of such portions of holy 
Scripture, as are inserted into the 
Liturgy; which, in the Epistles 
and ssospels especially, and in 
sundry other places, are now or- 
dered to be read according to the 
last Translation ; and that it was 
thought “convenient, that some 
Prayers and Thanksgivings, fitted 
to special occasions, should be 
added in their due places; parti- 
cularly for those at Sea, together 
with an Office for the Baptism of 
such as are of Riper Years: which, 
although not so necessary when 
the former Book was compiled, 
yet by the growth of Anabaptism, 
through the licentiousness of the 
late times crept in amongst us, 
is now become necessary, am 
may be always useful for the bap- 
tizing of Natives in our Planta- 
tions, and others converted to the 
Faith. If any man, who shall 
desire a more particular account 
of the several Alterations in any 
part of the Liturgy, shall take 
the pains to compare the present 
Book with the former; we doubt 
not but the reason of the change 
may easily appear. 

And haying thus endeavoured 
to discharge our duties in this 
weighty aflair, as in the sight of 
God, and to approve our sincerity 
therein (so far as lay in us) to 
the consciences of all men; al- 
though we know it impossible 
(in such variety of apprehensions, 
humours and interests, as are in 
the world) to please all; nor can 
expect that men of factious, peey- 
ish, and perverse spirits should 
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be satisfied with any thing that 
can be done in this kind by any 
other than themselves: Yet we 
have good hope, that what is here 
presented, and hath been by the 
Conyocations of both Proyinces 


i Rae was never any thing 
by the wit of man so well de- 
vised, or so sure established, which 
in continuance of time hath not 
been corrupted: As, among other 
things, it may plainly appear by 
the Common Prayers in the 
Church, commonly called Divine 
Service. The first original and 
ground whereof if a man would 
search out by the ancient Fathers, 
he shall find, that the same was 
not ordained but of a good pur- 
pose, and for a great advancement 
of godliness. For they so ordered 
the matter, that all the whole 
Bible, (or the greatest part there- 
of) should be read over once every 
year; intending thereby, that the 
Clergy, and especially such as 
were Ministers in the congrega- 
tion, should (by often readin 
and meditation in God's word) 
be stirred up to godliness them- 
selves, and be more able to exhort 
others by wholesome Doctrine, and 
to confute them that were ad- 
versaries to the Truth; and fur- 
ther, that the people (by daily 
hearing of. holy Scripture read 
in the Church) might continually 

rofit more and more in the 

nowledge of God, and be the 
more inflamed with the love of 
his true Religion. 

But these many years passed, 
this godly and decent order of 
the ancient Fathers hath been so 
altered, broken, and _nezlected, 
by sous in uncertain Stories, 
and Legends, with multitude of 
Responds, Verses, vain Repeti- 
tions, Commemorations, and Sy- 
nodals ; that commonly when any 
Book of the Bible was begun,

with great diligence examined 
and approved, will be also well 
accepted and approved by all 
sober, peaceable, and truly con- 
scientious Sons of the Church of 
Lngland, 


after three or four Chapters were 
read out, all the rest were unread. 
And in this sort the Book of 
Isaiah was in Advent, and 
the Book of Genesis in Septuage- 
sima; but they were only Pee Oats 
and never read through : after like 
sort were other Books of holy 
Scripture used. And moreover, 
eee Saint Baus Wie have 
suc anguage spoken ie peo- 
ple in the ‘Caren as they might 
understand, and have profit by 
hearing the same; The Service in 
this lurch of Hngland these 
many years hath been read in 
Latin to the people, which they 
understand not; so that they have 
heard with their ears only, and 
their heart, spirit, and “mind, 
have not been edified thereby. 
And_ furthermore, notwithstand- 
ing that the ancient Fathers have 
divided the Psalms into seven 
portions, whereof every one was 
called a Noctwrn: Now of late 
time a few of them haye been 
daily said, and the rest utterly 
omitted. Moreover, the number 
and hardness of the Rules called 
the Pie, and the manifold chang- 
ings of the Service, was the cause, 
that to turn the Book only was so 
hard and intricate a matter, that 
many times there was more busi- 
ness to find out what should be 
read, than to read it when it 
was found out. _ 

These inconveniences therefore 
considered, here is set forth su 
an Order, whereby the same shall 
be redressed. And for a readiness 
in this matter, here is drawn out 
a Calendar for that purpose, 
which is plain and easy to be

understood ; wherein Se much as | be so plainly set forth, but doubts 


may be) the reading ot coe rip- 
ture is so set forth, that ings 
shall be done in order, without 
breaking one piece from another. 
For this cause be cut off Anthems, 
Responds, Inyitatories, and such 
like things as did break the con- 
tinual course of the reading of 
the Scripture. 

Yet, because there is no remedy, 
but that of necessity there must 
be some Rules; therefore certain 
Rules are here set forth; which, 
as they are few in number, so 
they are plain and easy to be 
understood. So that here you have 
an Order for Prayer, and for the 
reading of the holy Scripture, 
much agreeable to the mind and 
purpose of the old*Fathers, and 
a@ great deal more profitable and 
commodious, than that which of 
late was used. «It is more profit- 
able, because here are left out 
many things, whereof some are 
untrue, some uncertain, some vain 
and superstitious; and nothing is 
ordained to be read, but the very 
pure Word of God. the holy Scrip- 

, or that which is ble 
to_the same; and that in such 
a Lan: e and Order as is most 
easy and plain for the under- 
standing both of the Readers and 
Hearers. It is also more com- 
modious, both for the shortness 
thereof, and for the plainness of 
the Order, and for that the Rules 
be few and easy. 

And whereas heretofore there 
hath been t diversity in say- 
ing and singing in Churches within 
this Realm ; some following Salis- 
bury Use, some Hereford Use, 
and some the Use of Bangor, 


some of York, some of Lincoln; 
now from henceforth all the whole 

shall have but one Use. 
_ And forasmuch as nothing 


can 


may arise in the use and practice 
of the same; to appease all such 
diversity (if any arise) and for the 
resolution of all doubts, concern- 
ing the manner how to under- 
stand, do, and execute, the things 
contained in this Book ; the par- 
ties that so doubt, or diyersly fako 
any thing, shall alway resort to 
the Bishop of the Diocese, who 
by his discretion shall take order 
for the quieting and appeasing of 
the same; so that the same order 
be not contrary to any thing con- 
tained in this Book. And if the 
Bishop of the Diocese he in doubt, 
then he may send for the resolu- 
tion thereof to the Archbishop, 


HOUGH it be eappeinced that 
all things shall be read and 
sung in the Church in the Eng- 
lish Tongue, to the end that 
the congregation may be thereby 
edified ; yet it is not meant, but 
that when men say Morning and 
Evening Prayer privately, they 
may say the same in any lan- 
guage that they themselves do 
understand. 

And all Priests and Deacons 
are to say daily the Morning and 
Evening Prayer either privately 
or openly, not being let by sick- 
ness, or some other urgent cause. 

And the Curate that ministereth 
in eyery Parish-Church or Chapel, 
being at home, and not being 
otherwise reasonably hindered, 
shall say the same in the Parish- 
Church or Chapel where he mi- 
nistereth, and shall cause a Bell

And they 
said, What need we any further 
witness? for we ourselves have 
heard of his own mouth. 


Thursday before Easter. 
THE EPISTLE. 1 Cor. xi. 17. 

N this that I declare unto 
you, I praise you not; that 
e come together not for the 
etter, but for the worse. For 
first of all, when ye come toge- 
ther in the church, I hear that 
there be divisions among you, 
andI partlybelieve it. For there 
must be also heresies among 
you, that they who are ap- 
proved may be made manifest 
among you. When ye come to- 
gether therefore into one place, 
this is not to eat the Lord’s sup- 
pers for in eating every one 
ak eth before other his ownsup- 
per; and one is BUOY and 
another is drunken. What, 
have ye not houses to eat and 
to drink in? or eldee ye the 
church of God, andshamethem 
that have not? What shall I say 
to you? shall I praise you in 
this? I praise you not. For I 
have received of the Lord that 
which also I delivered unto 
you, That the Lord Jesus, the 
same night in which he was be- 
trayed, took bread; and when 
he had given thanks, he brake 
it, and said, Take, eat; this is 
my body, which is broken for 
you: this do in remembrance 
of me. After the same manner 


| also he took the cup, when he 


had supped, saying, This cup is 
the new testamentin my blood: 
this do ye, as oft as ye drink 
it, inremembrance of me. For 
as often as ye eat this bread, 
and drink this cup, ye do shew 
the Lord’s death till he come. 
Wherefore, whosoever shall eat 
this bread,and drink this cup of 
the Lord, unworthily, shall be 
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uilty of the body and blood of 

he Lord. But let a man ex- 
amine himself, and so let him 
eat of that bread, and drink of 
that cup. For he that eateth 
and drinketh unworthily eateth 
and drinketh damnation to him- 
self, not discerning the Lord’s 
body. For this cause many are 
weak and sickly among you, 
and many sleep. For if we 
would judge ourselves, we 
should not be judged. But 
when we are judged, we are 
chastened of the Lord, that we 
should not be condemned with 
the world. Wherefore, my bre- 
thren, when ye come together 
to eat, tarry one for another, 
And if any man hunger, let 
him eat at home; that ye come 
not together unto condemna- 
tion. And the rest will I set 
in order when I come. 


THE GOSPEL. St. Luke xxiii. 1. 


HE whole multitude of 
them arose, and led him 
unto Pilate. And they began 
to accuse him, saying, We found 
this fellow peryerting the na- 
tion, and forbidding to give 
tribute to Casar, saying, That 
he himself is Christ a ‘King. 
And Pilate asked him, Saris 
Art thou the King of the Jews 
And he answered him, and said. 
Thou sayest it.. Then said 
Pilate to the chief priests, and 
to the people, I find no fault in 
this man. And they were the 
more fierce, saying, He stirreth 
upthe eople, teac’ hing through- 
out all J ewe: beginning from 
Galilee to this place. hen 
Pilate heard of Galilee,heasked 
whether the man were a Gali-’ 
lean. And as soon as he knew 
that he belonged unto Herod’s 
jomsdiers e sent him to 
erod, who himself was also 
at Jerusalem at that time. And 
when Herod saw Jesus he was 
exceeding glad; for he was de- 
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siro' 


us to see him of a lon 

season, because he had hear 
many things of him; and he 
hoped to;haveseen some miracle 
done le wa Then he question- 
ed with him in many words; 
but he answered him nothing. 
And the chief priests and scribes 
stood and yehemently accused 
him. And Herod with his men 
of war set him at nought, and 
mocked him, and arrayed him 
in a gorgeous robe, and sent 
him again to Pilate. And the 
same day Pilate and Herod 
weremade friends together; for 
before they were at enmity be- 
tween themselves. And Pilate, 
when he had called together 
the chief priests,and the rulers, 
and the people, said unto them, 
Yehave rought this man unto 
me, as one that perverteth the 
people: and behold, I, having 
examined him before you, have 
found no fault in this man 
touching those things whereof 
e accuse him; No, nor yet 
erod: for I sent you to him; 
and lo,nothing worthy of death 
is done unto him. I will there- 
fore chastise him, and release 
him. For of necessity he must 
release one unto them at the 
feast: And they cried out all 
at once, saying, Away with this 
man,and release unto us Barab- 
bas: (who fora certain sedition 
made in the city, and for mur- 
der, was castinto prison.) Pilate 
therefore, willing to release Je- 
sus, spake again to them. But 
they cried, saying, Crucify him, 
crucify him. And he said unto 
them the third time, Why, what 
evil hath hedone? Ihave found 
no catse of death in him: I 
will therefore chastise him,and 
let him fo. d they were in- 
stant with loud voices, requir- 
ing that he might be crucified: 
aud the voices of them and 
of the chief priests prevailed. 
And Pilate gave sentence that 


tt 


it should be as they required. 
And he released untothem him 
that for sedition and murder 
was cast into prison, whom they 
had desired; but he delivered 
Jesus to theirwill. Andasthey 
led him away, they laid hold 
upon one Simon a Cyrenian. 
coming out of the country, an: 

on him they laid the cross, that 
he might bear it after Jesus. 
And there followed him a great 
company of people, and of wo- 
men, which also bewailed and 
lamented him. But Jesus, turn- 
ing unto them, said, Daughters 
of Jerusalem, weep not for me, 
but weep for yourselves,and for 
your children. For behold, the 
days are comntng in the which 
they shall say, Blessed are the 
barren, and the wombs that 
never bare, and the pare which 
never gave suck. Then shall 
they begin to say to the moun- 
tains, Fall on us; and to the 
hills, Cover us. For if they do 
these os in a green tree, 
what shall be done in the dry? 
And there were also two other, 
malefactors, led with him to be 
put to death. And when the 

were come to the place whic 

is called Calvary, there they 
crucified him; and the male- 
factors, one on the right hand, 
and the other onthe left. Then 
said Jesus, Father, forgive them, 
for they know not what they do. 
And they parted his raiment, 
and cast lots, And the people 
stood beholding; and therulers 
also with them derided him, 
saying, He saved others; let 
him save himself, if he be 
Christ, the chosen of God. And 
the soldiers also mocked him, 
coming to him,and offering him 
vinegar, and saying, If thou be 
the King of the J ews, save 
thyself. And a superscription 
also was written over him in 
letters of Greek, and Latin, and 
Hebrew, THIS 18 THE KING 
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OF THE JEWS. And one of 
the malefactors, which were 
hanged, railed on him, ree) 
If thou be Christ, save thyself, 
and us. But the other answer- 
ing rebuked him, saying, Dost 
et thou fear God, seeing thou 
art in the same condemnation? 
And we indeed justly; for we 
receive the due reward of our 
deeds, but this man hath done 
nothing amiss. And he said 
unto Jesus, Lord, remember 
me when thou comest into thy 
kingdom. And Jesus said unto 
him, Verily Isay unto thee, To- 
day shalt thou be with me in 
paradise. And itwas about the 
sixth hour: and there was a 
darkness over all the earth un- 
til the ninth hour. And the 
sun was darkened, and the vail 
of the temple was rent in the 
midst. And when Jesus had 
cried with a loud voice, he said, 
Father, into thy hands I com- 
mend my spirit: and having 
said thus, he gave up the 
ghost. Now when the centurion 
saw what was done, he glorified 
God, saying, Certainly this was 
a righteous man. And all the 
people that came together to 
thatsight, beholding the things 
that were done, smote their 
breasts, and returned. And all 
his acquaintance, and the wo- 
men that followed him from 
Galilee, stood afar off, behold- 
ing these things.

no pleasure: Then said I, Lo, 
I come (in the volume of the 
book it is written of me) to do 
thy will, O God. Above, when 
he said, Sacrifice and offering, 
and burnt-offerings, and offer- 
ing for sin thou wouldest not, 
neither hadst pleasure therein, 
which are offered by the Law: 
then said he, Lo, I come to do 
thy will, O God. He taketh 
away the first, that he may 
establish the second. By the 
which will we are sanctified, 
| through the offering of the bod 

of Jesus Christ once for all. 
And eyery priest standeth daily 
ministering, and offering often- 
times the same sacrifices, which 
can never take away sins. But 
this man, after he had offered 
one sacrifice for sins for ever 
sat down on the right hand of 
God; from henceforth expect- 
ing till his enemies be made 
his foot-stool. For by one of- 
pees} he hath perfected for 
ever them that are sanctified : 
Whereof the Holy Ghost also 
is a witness to us: for after 
that he had said before, This is 


the covenant that I will make | 


with them after those days, 
saith the Lord, I will put my 
laws into their hearts, and in 
their minds will I write them; 
and their sins and iniquities 
will [remember no more. Now 
where remission of these is, 
there is no more offering for 
sin. Having therefore, brethren,

And 
from thenceforth Pilate sought 
to release him: but the Jews 
eried out, saying, If thou let 
this man go, thou art not Oz- 
sar’s friend: whosoever maketh 
himself aking speaketh against 
Cesar. When Pilate therefore 
heard that saying, he brought 
Jesus forth, and sat down in 
the judgement-seat, in a place 
that is called the Pavement, 
but in the Hebrew, Gabbatha. 
And it was the preparation of 
the passoyer, and about the 
sixth hour: and he saith unto 
the Jews, Behold your King! 
But they cried out, Away with 
him, away with him, crucify 
him. Pilate saith unto them, 
Shall I crucify your King? The 
chief priests answered, We have 
no king but Czsar. Then de- 
livered he him therefore unto 
them to be crucified: and they 
took Jesus, and led him away. 
And he, bearing his cross, went 
forth into a place called the 
place of a skull, which is called 
inthe Hebrew, Golgotha: where 
they crucified him, and two 
other with him, on either side 
one, and Jesus in the midst. 
And Pilate wrote a title, and 
put it on the cross; and the 
writing was, JESUS 
NAZARETH THE KING 
OF THE JEWS. This title 
then read many of the Jews: 
for the place where Jesus was 
‘crucified was nigh to the city: 
and it was written in Hebrew, 
and Greek, and Latin. Then 
| said the chief priests of the 
Jews to Pilate, Write not, The 
King of the Jews; but that he 
said, I am the King of the 
Jews. Pilate answered, What 


I have written, I have written. | dead 


Then the soldiers, when they 
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had crucified Jesus, took his 
garments, and made four parts, 
to every soldiera part; and also 
his coat; now the coat was 
without seam, woven from the 
top throughout. They said 
therefore among themselves, 
Let us not rend it, but cast 
lots for it, whose it shall be: 
thatthe Scripture might be ful- 
filled, which saith, They parted 
my raiment among them, and 
for my vesture they did cast 
lots. These things therefore 
the soldiers did. Now there 
stood by the cross of Jesus, his 
mother,and his mother’s sister, 
Mary the wife of Oleophas, an 
Mary Magdalene. When Jesus 
therefore saw his mother, and 
the ee standing by, whom 
he loved, he saith unto his 
mother, Woman, behold thyson, 
Then saith he to the disciple, 
Behold thy mother, And from 
that hour that disciple took her 
unto hisown home. After this, 
Jesus, knowing that all things 
were now accomplished, that 
the Scripture might be fulfil- 
led, saith, I thirst. Now there 
was set a vessel full of vinegar: 
and they filled a spunge with 
vinegar,and putitupon Yssop, 
and putitto hismouth. When 
Jesus therefore had received 
the vinegar, he said, Itis finish- 
ed: and he bowed his head, and 
ve up the ghost. The Jews 
herefore, because it was the 
preparation, that the bodies 
should not remain upon the 
cross on the sabbath-day, (for 
that sabbath-day was an high- 
day,) besought Pilate that their 
legs might be broken, and that 
they might taken away, 
Then came the soldiers, and 
brake the legs of the first, and 
of the other which was crucified 
with him. Butwhen they came 
to Jesus, and saw that he was 
already, they brake not 


his legs. But one of the sol 
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diers with a spear pierced his 
side,and forthwith came there- 
out blood and water. And he 
that saw it bare record, and his 
recordis true: and he knoweth 
that hesaith true,that ye might 
believe. For these things were 
done that the Scripture should

Now 
if we be dead with Christ, we 
believe that we shall also live 
with him; knowing that Christ 
being raised from the dead dieth 
no more; death hath no more 
dominion over him. For in 
that he died, he died unto sin 
once; but in that he liveth, 
he liveth unto God. Likewise 
reckon ye also yourselves to 
be dead indeed unto sin, but 
alive unto God through Jesus 
Christ our Lord.

T SO many as intend to be partakers of the holy Communion shalt 
signify their names to the Curate, at least some time the day before, 


V And if any of those be an open and notorious evil liver, or have done 
any wrong to his neighbours by word or deed, 80 that the Congre- 
gation be thereby offended; the Curate, having knowledge thereof, 
shall call him and advertise him, that in any wise he presume not 
to come to the Lord's Table, until he have openly declared himself to 
have truly repented and amended his JSormer naughty life, that the 
Congregation may thereby be satisfied, which before were offended ; 
and that he have recompensed the parties, to whom he hath done 
wrong ; or at least declare himself to be in Jull purpose so to do, as 
s00n as he conveniently may. 


WV The same order shall the Curate use with those betwixt whom he 
perceiveth malice and hatred to reign ; not suffering them to be par- 
takers of the Lord's Table, until he know them to be reconciled. And 
if one of the parties so at variance be content to forgive from the 
bottom of his heart all that the other hath trespassed against him, 
and to make amends for that he himself hath offended ; and the other 
purty will not be persuaded to a godly unity, but remain still in his 
Srowardness and malice: the Minister in that case ought to admit the 
penitent person to the holy Communion, and not him that is obstinate. 
Provided that every Minister so repelling any, as is specified in this, 
or the next precedent Paragraph of this Rubrick, shall be obliged to 
give an account of the same to the Ordinary within fourteen days 
after at the farthest. And the Ordinary shall proceed against the 
offending person according to the Canon.

Church ; that so doing, they may, in case of sudden visitation, have the less cause 
to be disquieted for lack of the same. But if the sick person be not able to come 
to the Church, and yet is desirous to receive the Communion in his house ; then 
he must give timely notice to the Curate, signifying also how many there are to 
communicate with , (which shall be three, or two at the least,) and having a@ 
convenient place in the sick man’s house, with all things necessary so prepared,

47 He gave their fruit unto 
the caterpillar : and their la- 
bour unto the grasshopper. 

48 He destroyed their vines 
with hail-stones : and their 
mulberry-trees with the frost. 

49 He smote their cattle also 
with hail-stones : and their 
flocks with hot thunder-bolts. 

50 He cast upon them the fu- 
riousness of his wrath, anger, 
displeasure, and trouble : an 
sent evil angels among them. 

51 He made a way to his 
indignation, and spared not 
their soul from death : but 
gave their life over to the 
pestilence; 

52 And smote all the first-born 
in Egypt : the most principal 
and mightiest in the dwellings 
of Ham. r 

53 But as for his own people, 
he led them forth like sheep : 
and carried them in the wil- 
derness like a flock. 

54 He brought them out safe- 
ly, that they should not fear : 
and overwhelmed their ene- 
tnies with the sea. 

55 And brought them within 
the borders of his sanctuary : 
even to his mountain which he 
purchased with his right hand. 

56 He cast out the heathen 
also before them ; caused their 
Jand to be divided among them

69 But chose the tribe of 
Judah : even the hill of Sion 
which he loved. 

70 And there he built his 
temple on high ; and laid the 
foundation of it like the 
ground which.he hath made 
continually. 

71 He chose David also his 
servant : and took him away 
from the sheep-folds.

THE PREFACE. 


ts evident unto all men diligently reading holy Seripture and anctent 
Authors, that from the Apostles’ time there have been these Orders of Ministers 
x Christ's Church ; Bishops, Priests, and Deacons. Which Offices were evermore 
had in such reverend Estimation, that no man might preswme to execute any of 
them, except he were first called, tried, examined, and known to have such qualities 
as are requisite for the same; and also by publick Prayer, with Imposition of 
Hands, were approved and admitted thereunto by lawful Authority. And therefore, 
to the intent that these Orders may be continued, and reverently used and esteemed, 
tn the Church of England; no man shall be accounted or taken to be a lawful 
Bishop, Priest, or Deacon in the Church of England, or suffered to execute any 
of the said Functions, except he be called, tried, examined, and admitted there- 
unto, according to the Form hereafter following, or hath had formerly Episcopal 
Consecration, or Ordination. 
ind none shall be admitted a Deacon, except he be Twenty-three years of age, 
Unless he have a Faculty. And every man which is to be admitted a Priest shalt 
be full Four-and-twenty years old. And every man which is to be ordained or 
consecrated Bishop shall be fully Thirty years cf age. 


And the Bishop, knowing either by himself, or by sufficient testimony, any 
Pérson to be a man of virtuous conversation, and without crime; and, after ez- 
amination‘ond triat, finding him learned in the Latin Tongue, and sufficiently 
instructed in holy Scripture, may at the times appointed in the Canon, or else, 
on urgent occasion, upon some other Sunday or Holy-day, in the face of the 
Church, admit him a Deacon, in such manner and form as hereafter followeth.

Bars by God's Ordinance, according to Our just Title, Defender of the Faith, 
and Supreme Governor of the Church, within these Qur Dominions, We hold 
it most agreeable to this Our Kingly Office, and Our own religious Zeal, to conserve 
and maintain the Church committed to Our Charge, in the Unity of true Religion, 
and in the Bond of Peace; and not to sutfer unnecessary Disputations, Altercations, 
or Questions to be raised, which may nourish Faction both in the Church and Com, 
monwealth. We have therefore, upon mature Deliberation, and with the Advice 
of s0 many of Our Bishops as might conyeniently be called together, thought fit 
to make this Declaration following : 


That the Articles of the Church of England (which have been allowed and 
authorized heretofore, and which Our Clergy generally have subscribed unto) do 
contain the true Doctrine of the Church of England agreeable to God’s Word: 
which We do therefore ratify and confirm, requiring all Our loving Subjects to 
continue in the uniform Profession thereof, and prohibiting the least difference 
from the'said Articles; which to that End We command to be new printed, and 
this Our Declaration to be published therewith. 


That We are Supreme Governor of the Church of Hip aba And that if any 
Difference arise about the external Policy, concerning the Injunctions, Canons, 
and other Constitutions whatsoever thereto belonging, the Clergy in their Con- 
vocation is to order and settle them, having first obtained leave under Our Broad 

80 to do: and We approving their said Ordinances and Constitutions; pro- 
viding that none be made contrary to the Laws and Customs of the Land. ~ 


That out of Our Princely Care that the Churchmen may do the Work which 
is proper unto them, the pale and Clergy, from time to time in Convocation, 
ge their humble Desire, shall have Licence under Our Broad Seal to deliberate 
of, and to do all such Things, as, being made plain by them, and assented unto 
Hg Us, shall concern the settled Continuance of the joctrine and Discipline of 

e Church of England now established; from which We will not endure any 
varying or departing in the least Degree. 

That for the present, though some differences have been ill raised, yet We take 
comfort in this, that all Clergymen within Our Realm have always most Wrens 
subscribed to the Articles established ; which is an argument to Us, that the: 
agree in the true, usual, literal meaning of the said Articles; and that even in those 
curious points, in which the present differences lie, men of all sorts take the 
Articles of the Church of England to be for them; which is an argument again, 
that none of them intend any desertion of the Articles established. 


That therefore in these both curious and unhappy differences, which have for so 
many hundred years, in different times and laces, exercised the Church of Christ, 
We will, that all further curious search be laid aside, and these disputes shut up 

God's promises, as they be generally set forth to us in the holy Scriptures, 
and the general meaning of the Articles of the Church of England according to 
them. And.that no man hereafter shall either print, or preach, to draw the 

aside any way, but shall submit to it in the plain and full meaning 
+ and shall not put his own sense or comment to be the meaning of the 
Article, but shall take it in the literal and grammatical sense. 


That if any publick Reader in either of Our Universities, or any Head or Master 
of a College, or any other person respectively in either of them, shall affx an 
new sense to any Article, or shall publickly read, determine, or hold any publicl 

jon, or suffer any such to be held either way, in either the Universities or 

i respectively; or if any Divine in the Universities shall preach or print 

any thing either way, other than is already established in Convocation with Our 

Boyal Assent; he, or they the Offenders, shall be liable to Our displeasure, and 

the Church’s censure in Our Commission Ecclesiastical, as well as any other: And 
‘We will see there shall be due Execution upon them, 
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ARTICLES OF RELIGION, 


I. Of Faith in the Holy Trinity. 

HERE is but one living and true 

God, everlasting, without body, parts, 
or passions; of infinite power, wisdom, 
Pets goodness; the Maker, and Preserver 
of all things both visible and invisible. 
And in unity of this Godhead there be 
three Persons, of one substance, power, 
and eternity; the Father, the Son, an 
the Holy Ghost. 


IL. Of the Word or Son of God, which 
was made very Man.

V. Of the Holy Ghost. 

MN Holy Ghost, proceeding from

VI. Of the Sufficiency of the holy Scrip- 
tures for salvation. 

HX Scripture containeth all things 
necessary to salyation: so that 

whatsoever is not read therein, nor ma;

of any man, that it should be believed 

as an article of the Faith, or be thought 

requisite or necessary to salvation, Inthe 

name of the holy Scripture we do under- 


stand those canonical Books of the Old 
and New Testament, of whose authority 
was never any doubt in the Church.

VII. Of the Old Testament. 
HE Old Testament is not con’ 
to the New: for both in the Old an 
New Testament everlasting life is offered 
to Mankind by Christ, who is the only 
Mediator between God and Man, being 


both God and Man. Wherefore they are 
not to be heard, which feign that the 
old Fathers did look only for transitory 
mises. Although the Law given from 
by Moses, as touching Ceremonies 
and Rites, do not bind Christian men, 
nor the Civil precepts thereof ought of 
necessity to be received in any common- 
wealth; yet notwithstanding, no Chris- 
tian man whatsoever is free from the 
obedience of the Commandments which 
are called Moral. 


VUL Of the Three Crecds. 
HE Three Creeds, Nicene Creed, 
Athanasius’s Creed, and that which 
is commonly called the 4postles’ Creed, 
ought thoroughly to be received and be- 
lieved : for they may be proved by most 
certain warrants of holy Scripture. 


IX. Of Original or Birth-sin. 
Qa Sin standeth not in the 

following of 4dam, (as the Pelagians 
do vainly talk;) but it is the fault and 
corruption of the Nature of every man, 
that naturally is ingendered of the off. 
spring of 4dam; whereby man is Gat 
far gone from original righteousness, an 
is of his own nature inclined to evil, so 
that the flesh lusteth always contrary to 
the spirit ; and therefore in every person 
born into this world, it deserveth God's 
wrath and damnation, And this infection 
of nature doth remain, yea in them that 
are regenerated ; whereby the lust of the 
flesh, called in Greek, phronema sarkos, 
which some do expound the wisdom, some 
sensuality, some the affection, some the 
desire, of the flesh, is not subject to the 
Law of God. And although there is no 
condemnation for them that believe and 
are baptized, yet the Apostle doth con- 
fess, that concupiscence and lust hath of 
itself the nature of sin. 


X. Of Free-Will. 


tha

XL Of the Justification of Man. 

Ww are accounted righteous before 

God, oy, for the merit of our Lord 
and Saviour Jesus Christ by Faith, and 
not for our own works or deservings: 
Wherefore, that we are justified by Faith 
only is a most wholesome Doctrine, and 
very full of comfort, as more largely is 
expressed in the Homily of Justification. 
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XII. Of Good Works, 


pAREEIE that Good Works, which 
are the fruits of Faith, and follow 
after Justification, cannot put away our 
sins, and endure the severity of God’s 
Judgement; yet are they pleasing and 
acceptable to God in Christ, and do 
spring out necessarily of a true and lively 

‘aith; insomuch that by them a lively 
Faith may be as evidently known as a 
tree discerned by the fruit. 


XII. Of Works before Justification. 


WsoRSs done before the grace of 
Christ, and the Inspiration of hia 
Spirit, are not pleasant to God, forasmuch 
as they spring not of faith in Jesus 
Christ, neither do they make men meet 
to receive grace, or (as the School-authors 
Say) deserve grace of congruity: yea ra- 
ther, for that they are not done as God 
hath willed and commanded them to be 
done, we doubt not but they have the 
nature of sin. 


XIV. Of Works of Supererogation. 


DOE SEAS, Works besides, over 
and aboye, God’s Commandments, 
which they call Works of Supererogation, 
cannot be taught without arrogancy and 
impiety: for by them men do declare, 
that they do not only render unto God as 
much as they are bound to do, but that 
they do more for his sake, than of boun- 
den duty is required: whereas Christ 
saith plainly, When ye have done all that 
are commanded to you, say, We are un- 
profitable servants, 


XV. Of Christ alone without Sin. 


(Que in the truth of our nature 
/ was made like unto us in all things, 
sin only except, from which he was clear- 
ly void, both in his flesh, and in his 
spirit. He came to be the Lamb without 
spot, who, by sacrifice of himself once 
made, should take away the sins of the 
world, and sin, as Saint John saith, was 
notinhim, But all we the rest, although 
peared and born again in Christ, yet 
offend in many things ; and if we say we 
haye no sin, we deceive ourselves, and 
the truth is not in us. 


XVL Of Sin after Baptism. 
Nos every deadly sin willingly com- 

mitted after Baptism is sin against 
the Holy Ghost, and unpardonable, 
Wherefore the grant of repentance is not 
to be denied to such as fall into sin after 
Baptism. After we have received the 
Holy Ghost, we may depart from grace 
given, and fall into sin, and by the grace 
of God we may arise again, and amend 
our lives. And therefore they are to be 
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condemned, which say, they can no more 
sin as long as they live here, or deny 
the place of forgiveness to such as truly 
repent. 


XVII. Of Predestination and Election, 


REDESTINATION to Life is the 

everlasting purpose of God, whereby 
(before the foundations of the world 
were laid) he hath constantly decreed 
by his counsel secret to us, to deliver 
from curse and damnation those whom 
he hath chosen in Christ out of mankind, 
and to bring them by Christ to everlast- 
ing salvation, as vessels made to honour. 
Wwharetore, they which be endued with 
so excellent a benefit of God be called 
according to God’s purpose by his Spirit 
working in due season: they through 
Grace obey the calling : they be justified 
freely : Bey be made sons of God by 
adoption ; they be made like the image of 
his only-begotten Son Jesus Christ ; they 
walk religiously in good works, and at 
length, by God’s mercy, they attain to 
everlasting felicity. 

As the godly consideration of Predes- 
tination, and our Election in Christ, is 
full of sweet, pleasant, and unspeakable 
comfort to godly persons, and such as 
feel in themselyes the working of the 
Spirit of Christ, mortifying the works of 
the flesh, and their earthly members, 
and drawing up their mind to high and 
heavenly things, as well because it doth 
greatly establish and confirm their faith 
of eternal Salvation to be enjoyed through 
Christ, as because it doth fervently kin- 
dle their love towards God: So, for 
curious and carnal persons, lacking the 
Spirit of Christ, to have continually 
before their eyes the sentence of God’s 
Predestination, is a most dangerous 
downfall, whereby the Devil doth thrust 
them either into desperation, or into 
wretchlessness of most unclean liying, no 
less perilous than desperation. 

Furthermore, we must receive God's 
promises im such wise, as they be gene- 
rally set forth to us in holy Scripture: 
and, in our doings, that Will of God is 
to be followed, which we have expressly 
declared unto us in the Word of God. 


XVII. Of obtaining eternal Salvation 
only by the Name of Christ. 


HEY also are to be had accursed that 

presume to say, That every man shall 
be saved by the Law or Sect which he 
professeth, so that he be diligent to 
frame his life according to that Law, and 
the light of Nature.

ARTICLES OF RELIGION, 


XIX. Of the Church. 

HE visible Church of Christ is a con- 

eee of faithful men, in the 
which the pure Word of God is preached, 
and the Sacraments be duly tninistered 
according to Christ’s ordinance in all 
those things that of necessity are re- 
quisite to the same. 

As the Church of Jerusalem, Alexan- 
dria, and Antioch, have erred; so also 
the Church of Rome hath erred, not only 
in their living and manner of Ceremonies, 
but also in matters of Faith. 

XX. Of the duthority of the Church. 
rs Church hath power to decree 

Rites or Ceremonies, and authority 
in Controversies of Faith : And yet it is 
not lawful for the Church to ordain an; 
thing that is contrary to God’s Wor 
written, neither may it so expound one 
place of Scripture, that it be repugnant to 
another. Wherefore, although the Church 
be a witness and a keeper of holy Writ, 
yet, as it ought not to decree any thing 
against the same, so besides the same 
ought it not to enforce any thing to be 
believed for necessity of Salvation.

somuch that to such as rightly, worthily, 
and with faith receive the same, the Bread 
which we break isa partaking of the Body 
of Christ ; and likewise the Cup of Blessing 
is a partaking of the Blood of Christ. 

Transubstantiation (or the change of 
the substance of Bread and Wine) in the 
Beppe ef the Lord, cannot be proved 
by holy Writ ; but it is repugnant to the 
plain words of Scripture, overthroweth 
the nature of a Sacrament, and hath 
given occasion to many superstitions. 

The Body of Christis given, taken, and 
eaten, in the Supper, only after an heaven- 
ly and paicittad mares And the mean 
whereby the Body of Christ is received and 
eaten in the Supper is Faith. 

The Sacrament of the Lord’s Sapper 
was not by Christ’s ordinance reserved, 
carried about, lifted up, or worshipped. 


XXIX. Of the Wicked which eat not 
the Body of Christ im the use of the 
Lord's Supper. 

HE Wicked, and such as be void of

Whosoever 
through-his private judgement, willingly 
and purposely, doth openly break the 
traditions and ceremonies of the Church, 
which be not repugnant to the Word of 
God, and be ordained and approved by 
common authority, ought to be rebuk: 
openly, (that others may fear to do the 
like,) as he that offendeth against the 
common order of the Church, and hurt- 
eth the authority of the Magistrate, and 
woundeth the consciences of the weak 
brethren. 

Every particular or national Church 
hath authority to ordain, change, and
